Should be Withdrawn—A 


Better Plan. 


To the Raisin (Jrowers:—Is the pool 


ing plan to fall? 


For the Information of growers who 


did not attend the mats meeting yes- 
terday we desire to place this state- 
ment of fact before you. 


The committee named in the growers 


contract agreed in :hat contract thai 
If the growers would pool 75 per cent 
of the raisin crop of California in its 
hands by the 15th day of July then the 
•committee would take from July 15th 
to August 1st to see If financial men 
•could be found who would buy such 
raisins aa were offered by growers for 
sale at 2'/j cents in th* sweat box. 


The committee assumed that as the 


raMns jwoled would be sold 
for 


cents per pound, only a small number 
•of the most needy small growers would 
bo willing to sell at 2& cents and that 
it would'therefore take but little mon- 
•ey to handle such raisins. 
The plan 


•was adopted some time ago, before It 
was known what the crop would be. 
but almost at once your committee 
sought for these financial men and re- 
ceived a proposal from a rich firm in 
New York offering to buy even the 
•whole crop of the state at 2& cents If 
the growers would make contracts to 
Sell. 
Of course no action could be ta- 


ken on this proposal until 75 per cent 
of the crop was pooled In our hands. 
•That 75 per cent is not yet pooled, we 
have but a little over 60 per cent and 
'by the time the other 15 per cent is se- 
cured—say July 25th—we will have no 
time to find buyers for the raisins. 


Tn fact the idea has gone abroad that 


we will have a large crop of raisins to 
•sell this year and our New York people 
must have heard .ot it, for we cannot 
get any reply to our telegrams. 
They 


-have no doubt been frightened out of 
the speculation. 
This large crop 


makes others afraid to put money in- 
to it, especially as all who have spec- 
•ulated In raisins in the past four years 
Hiave lost money, and now we have to 
face a market In which good raisins 
wili not sell for more than one cent 
per pound. 


As none are willing to buy on specu- 


lation we will be forced to ship cast on 
-consignment, and we all know what 
!that means. 
"We shall be very fortu- 


•nate if we do not meet the fate of ship- 
pers of fresh fruit who frequently find 
that freight and other charges have 
swallowed up all the fruit has sold for 
and they set not one dollar for their 
fruit. 


Now we ask, "is it not actually idiotic 


in us to carry on our business In this 
manner when by pooling the crop your 
directors can force the market to pay 
us 3% cents per pound. 
There Is no 


doubt whatever in the minds of your 
-directors that we can get 3% cents for 
one-half to two-thirds of the crop in 
the first sixty days oC the season, and 
can pay that money over to the grow- 
ers at once if 75 per cent of the crop 
is pooled tn our hands. The other third 
of the crop we can sell later to ship 
-east, or sell to the wineries, or soil for 
•horse and bog feed and thus maintain 
prices and get much larger returns 
.than it we do not pool. 
Further, the 


success of our efforts In holding up 
prices this year will encourage dealers 
in the east to buy largely next year 
and within one or two years we can 
raise the price to-o cents per pound. 


"Wo urgently appeal to all, therefore, 


in their own Interest and for the pros- 
perity of the whole community, to pool 
rtheir raisins so that we may have at 
'least 75 pe.r cent of the crop in 
the 


-•pool before July 25th. 
You have now 


but a, few days to do it in and every 


-one 
should see to it at once that all 


'his neighbors who have not signed con- 
tracts shall do so without one day's 
-further delay. 


As stated at the meeting yesterday

10,000 bags; in that portion 
f the country east of Selma and north 
f Kings river, extending around by 
tie way of Oentervllle, skirting the 
oothills, up to. Pollasky, 20,000 bags. 
"We flnd in that portion o£ country 
i the vicinity of Fowler and west of 


Fowler, south o£ Washington colony, 
0.0000 bags, and that portion of the 
ountry lying west of Fresno in what 
s known as the Kearney tract, 10,000 
ags. 
On the Bank of California tract, 


0,000 bags, and In what is known aa the 
feat Side, the slough country.

de Manila of the fighl between 
thft 


fleets of Montejo and 
Dewey. 
The 


Diario gives the Spanish -view of the 
fight, which Is interesting on that ac- 
count. 


Following is the description in part 


of the battle from the standpoint of the 
Don editor: 


"When the enemy's squadron was 


sighted In a perfect 
line of battle 


through the clouds of a misty dawn on 
the morning of the 1st of May gloom 
and surprise were general among the 
people of Manila. 
At last threa ships 


had strained their boldness to the polnl 
of appearing on our coasts and defying 
our batteries, which showed more cour- 
age and valor than effect when they 
opened flre on the squadron. 
It needs 


something more than courage to make 
projectiles penetrate—Indeed, It does. 


"The inequality of our batteries when 


compared with those of the squadron 
which alarmed the Inhabitants of Ma- 
nila at C In the morning was enough ti 
transform the tranquil character of oui 
tropical temperaments. 
While ladies 


and children in carriages or on foot 
fled In fright to seek refuge in tht 
outlying suburbs and villages adjacenl 
to the capital from danger multipliet 
by their imagination, every man from 
the stately personage to the most hum 
ble workman, merchants and mechan 
ics. Spaniards and natives, soldiers am 
civilians—all, we repeat, sought theii 
station and put on their arms, conn 
dent that never should the enemy land j 
in Manila unless he passed over their 
corpses. 
Yet from the first moment 


the strength of the enemy's armor and 
the powor of his guns demonstrated 
that his ships were invulnerable to our 
eni-rgies and our armaments. The hos- 
tile squadron would never have entered 
our bay had not its surety been guar- 
anteed by Its manifest superiority."

and that the town Is steadily growing. 
Tho ore is being shipped in carload lots 
to Barstow, about midway to Los An- 
geles, where it is milled. 
Now that the 


town has an abundant supply of water 
a quantity of the ore will he milled at 
home.

He said that according 


to estimates made by the directors at 
S o'clock Thursday afternoon, Fresno 
county still lacked 15 per cent of the 
required 75 per cent. 
Kings county 


was represented in the association to 
the extent of 68 or 69 per cent of all the 
raisins produced, while both Tulare 
and iladera counties had come up to 
the mark with 75 per cent of the crop. 
Mr, White explained the difficulty en- 
countered in securing the required 
three-quarters of the crop in U s 
county, owing to the large percent of 
non-resident owners of vineyards, who 
cannot be reached by the directors. 
He estimated that fully 20 per cent of 
the owners of vineyards were embraced 
In this class, and the only way he saw 
of -ecuring three-fourths of the crop 
was by all the small growers adding 
their mite to the pool. 


The speaker gave a clear elucidation 


of the contract which has been enter- 
ed into between the association and the 
packers. 
The salient features of the 


contract have been explained in the 
Republican in a communication by M. 
Theo Kearney, and 
hence need be 


merely referred to here. 
Mr. White 


stated" that the contract was dictated 
by the association and agreed to by the 
packer? nnd if it Is not a good contract 
the association alone was to blame. 
He remarked that the packers have no 
Intention to act as a drawback to the 
association, but are heartily In sympa- 
thy with it. He dwelt upon tbe clause 
Imposing a penalty on the packer for 
selling for less than the asociatlon 
shall fix as the price of raisins and also 
for dividing the commission with the 
seller. 
Another important point was 


that the packer is not to receive any 
ralpins which do not come through the 
association. 
In reply to a question, 


Mr. White stated that the directors had 
not decided what shall be done with 
last year's crop. 


Mr. Kearney then broached a deli- 


cate matter. 
It was simply this: so 


many demands had come In for cash In 
the sweat box at the rate of 2% cents 
that the directors will be unable to buy 
up at that figure all the raisins offered. 
If the demands for cash !n the sweat 
box are insisted upon the fate of the 
afsoclation Is sealed. 
He stated that 


t!i- contract provides that \t 75 per 
i-t-nt of the crop is pooled the direc- 
tors will endeavor to secure capital to 
buy the balance of the crop at 2H 
cents. But to pay that figure for all 
that has been offered would require a 
capital of $1,000.000. 


At the forenoon session growers rep- 


resenting 33 per cent of the crop were 
demanding caah in the sweat box. Mr. 
Kearney suggested that perhaps the 
directors could raise money to pay 
those growers for half of their crop, 
provided they would agree to place the 
other half in the pool. 
.H« said It 


might be necessary to require two- 
thirds of the crop to be pooled. 
At 


any rate, the directors could not un- 
dertake to pay Z'A cents for more than 
half of the crop. Mr. Kearney said that 
on account of the likelihood of a heavy 
crop, speculators are becoming wary 
and it Is difficult to obtain-capital to 
buy raisins at 2% eents-tn the sweat 
box. : He favored extending the time 
to the 25th Instant, both to gather In 
the outstanding 16 per cent and to have 
the growers agree to the change In the 
matter of buying raisins in the sweat

These barley wines 
contain more alcohol (19 per cent) than 
grape wines and are said to have a 
more beneficial action, particularly in 
cases of nervous and stomach diseases. 


Tt Is reported that a San Francisco 


bacterologist has succeeded in isolating 
Tuberculosis toxin. The process given 
Is as follows: The pure culture Is 
washed with acidulated water, then 
with alcohol and filtered.

SCHLEY'S DARING TRIP 


The Commodore Goes in on a 


Steam Launch. 


MORRO'S BATTERED WALLS 


Vivid and Interesting Sketch of 


the Harbor and Fortifications 
by a Correspondent Who Went 
With Schley-The Submarine 
Mines Now Removed or Ex- 
ploded and the Passage Clear— 
The Merrimac Wreck Failed 
to Block the Channel—Proba- 
bility That the Christobal 
Coloa, the Infanta Teresa and 
the Reina Mercedes Can be 
Floated and Added to Our 
Navy. 


SANTIAGO DE CUBA.July 18.—At 


exactly 9 o'clock this morning the 
Spanish flag was lowered from the start 
crowning the heights upon which Morro 
Castle spreads half, way. 


Almost immediately after 
the flag j 


was pulled down steam launches com- j 
manded by Lieutenants Hobson and j 
Palmer entered the naroui*. penetrating 
as far as the firing statltoHS ot the sub- 
marine r.,ineB. 
These minM were 


judged not to be eo formidable as ex- 
pected and later In the afternoon they 
were all exploded under tbe supervision 
of the Vixen. 


It was seen that two mines had been 


exploded at the time of the entrance 
of the Merrimac into the channel of 
Santiago harbor, but it is not thought 
that any of them had anything to do 
with the sinking of the craft. 


Soon after noon Commodore Schley, 


with Captain Cook of the 
Brooklyn, 


Lieutenant J. H. Seras, the flag lieuten- 
ant; Lieutenant A. B. Wells, the flag 
secretary, and three invited correspond- 
ents of the Associated Press went into 
the harbor on a steam launch which 
moved slowly in order to make close ob- 
servations of the Spanish forts and bat- 


AN INTERESTING FORT. 
', 


Fort Morro stands on the bluff, ter- 


race fashion. 
From the water's edge 


to the cliff there arc numerous caves 
'ormed by the action of the waves, and 
iround the base and in the superstruc- 
•ure are not a few caves made by the 
navy's projectiles. 
It would appear, 


however, that only one bastlle was 
knocked to pieces, while tht; queer lit- 
tle sentry boxes, dating back to the 
sixteenth century, escaped almost in- 
tact. 


Morro Castle Is the only imposing for- 


tification in the harbor and it is only 
so in appearance, since not a gun 
is mounted within or on the crumbled 
walls. In fact all the batteries, masked 
and open, dwindled in their terror-in- 
spiring uimllties a* the inspection grew 
closer. 


Crowning the hill on the west side o£ 


the entrance were the famous six-inch 
rapid fire guns from the Spanish cruis- 
er Reina Mercedes. 
They were ugly 


looking and dangerous, while below, on 
big foundations on the eastern shore of 
the entrance, were some revolving guns. 
These were the ones which poured such 
a bitter Ore into the Merrimac. 


Directly east of Morro Castle-, on the 


crest of the plateau like cliff, were six 
big guns, one of two of which were dis- 
mounted. 
The Estrellus battery and a small 


neighbor further In showed no guns, 
while the famous Cayo Smith filled the 
islet with blue, white and yellow houses 
situated in groves of flowering trees, 
some of the buildings looking as if they 
had been the resorts of pleasure seek- 
ers in happier times. 
All were desert- 


ed and strange to say, not one appar- 
ently had been touched by a hosttlepro- 


liercedea and alnuwt io line with her 
was the wreck of the lltrrimac IjrtB*

Assistant Naval Constructor 


Hobson took the collier Into the harbor 
he was hunting for a four-fathom spot, 
and only missed by a few hundred 
yards. 
At the firing station on the west side, 


which Commodore- Schley inspected in 
person, the American party met a 
Spanish artillery captain who waseour- 
leous but gloomy. 
Commodore Schley 


was his own interpreter and advised the 
officer, with the few men under his 
command io yy up to the city and sur- 
render as quickly as possible. 


When the Spanish captain was asked 


to point out the route to the six-inch 
battery on the west hill he said there 
was noe and explained that the way 
to get there was over steep, rocky and 
difficult ground. 
It was learned later 


this was not true, and it was surmised 
that the Spaniard was anxious to pre- 
vent the Americans from seeing the 
damage done by the bombardment. 


Commodore Schley then said he was 


determined to have a glimpse of Santi- 
ago city and the launch was headed 
along the west side of the channel, go- 
ing slowly and sticking to the shallow 
water lest some contact mine put an 
end as the commodore remarked, "To 
our pleasure party." 


Skirting the broad, lake like spot in 


the harbor, where the Spanish fleet, 
destroyed two weeks ago today, used 
to He during the bombardment, and 
noting the brilliantly painted 
buoys 


which marked the shallows, Funta Cor- 
da was rounded and distant about two 
miles the ally of Santiago shone out. 
The Cathedral was especially well de- 
nned and the masts and funnels Of not 
a few vessels showing1 at its wharves. 


LITTLE DAMAGE DONE. 


At that distance S&htiu£6 did not 


show any traces of the 
destruction 


wrought by the 101 out of the 106 eight- 
inch shells filed on the city last Mon- 
day. 


Returning to the Brooklyn Commo- 


dore Schley, accompanied by his staff, 
entered the harbor this^morning soon 
after the mines were exploded. 


Captain Cook of the Brooklyn Is au- 


thority for the statement that the for- 
mer Spanish flagship, the Infanta Ma- 
ria Teresa, has floated oft the reef on 
which she stranded and that her heavy 
armament is practically uninjured. The 
captain also says this cruiser will al- 
most surely be saved and form an ad- 
dition to the United States, a trophy of 
the glorious July 3d. 


POSSIBLE SALVAGE. 


The Cristobal Colon may also be 


saved, although a good deal depends 
upon the weather, which is very un- 
certain at this time of the year.

heavy storm might drive the cruiser 
so high on the coral reef that it would 
be impossible to float her. 
Many of 


the naval men are outspoken in their 
criticism of the treatment oC her sur- 
render.

GRIM REMINISCENCES. 


The crew of the Brooklyn regarded 


the Vizcaya ns thftir particular enemy 
since the time when they were both 
present at Queen Victoria's jubilee dis- 
play, when there much comment abroad 
on what a. good fight might be expect- 
ed between the two ships if they ever 
met. 
Of the four big ships which were 


in Admiral Cervera's fleet only two are 
surely domed to destruction. 
They are 


the Vizcaya and the Almlrante Oquen- 
do, and these, as a coincidence, were 
the two cruisers which went into Ha- 
vana harbor after the blowing up of 
the Maine and were moored near the 
wreck of the United States battleship 
in all their bravery of paint, gilding 
and bunting, seeming to gloat over the 
ruin caused, while the people of Ha- 
vana shouted themselves hoarse, flred 
myriads ot bombs and bragged unceas- 
ingly of what the two formidable cruis- 
ers of Spain might do with the United 
States navy should fight ever be possi 
hie.

sence of a definite official assignment 
of Spanish motive, the administration 
while strongly hoping for It, Is not en- 
tirely confident of so satisfactory an 
outcome. 


One member of the cabinet expressed 


hla opinion that the issuance of the de- 
cree at this time indicated the end was 
not far off, but Ije was not sure that 
was the Spanish intention. 
He cited 


the frequency of misconstruction Of 
Spanish motives and the intention of 
misleading as to the course it intended 
to pursue. 
At the same time he took 


a hopeful view of the situation and 
thought that the royal pronunclamento 
might, in the exigency of the Spanish 
ease, prove to be the entering wedge in 
a peace movement.

I am convinced that If he will not let 
this question 
be merely a passing 


thought, but will ponder it over, and 
let his mind dwell upon it, he will con- 
clude to join the great majority of his 
neighbors and throw his crop into the 
pool, and by doing so help to work out 
the salvation of the whole community 


The growers who arc still outside the 


organization may perhaps be roughly 
placed Into three classes. 
The fin1 


class consists of those who grow an* 
pack their own ralsms; the second o: 
those who do not approve of all the de- 
tails of the plan or the contract, and 
the third class comprises growers who 
have an idea that all the smartness 
shrewdness and business capacity of 
their class is centered in themselves 
individually, and that they will be, 
clever enough to secure perhaps a frac- 
tion above their neighbors by remain- 
ing outside 


To the first of them, viz., the grower 


and packer, I would suggest that your 
case would be worse than the ordinary 
grower's should this plan break down, 
inasmuch as you will not only have to 
bear the cost of growing the raisins, 
but the cost of packing, etr., and when 
you consign are you likely to get any- 
thing 
for 
your 
goods 
after 


selling and freight charges are deduct- 
ed? You at any rate ought to go at 
once and make arrangements with th$ 
directors for your packing and put 
your crop in the association. 


To the second class—those who do 


not approve of all the details-I would 
appeal to dismiss all small considera- 
tions from your mind, look at the plan 
broadly and ask yourself if it would 
not be better to accept it as it stands 
and trust to details righting themselves 
by another year, than to wreck the 
whole concern and go on as you are. 


The last class. I admit, is rather 


hopeless. 
The man who In his own 


opinion is extra shrewd (his shrewdness 
in this case is generally expressed by 
his neighbors by another word—mean- 
ness), who looks to benefit himself at 
his neighbor's expense, is often armor- 
plated against argument because he 
does not wish to be convinced. 
The 


excuses given by many of them for not 
joining, If the issue w«re not so serious, 
would be laughable. 
One man, who 


aspired to be a leader in religious mat- 
ters In his community, declines to trust 
any'seven men that can be found with 
his business, and would lose his self- 
respect If he were to Join. 
Much good 


his religion has done him if he has lost 
trust in all his fellow men. 
Another 


thinks the whole business a swindle, 
and so on, but the excuses for tne most 
part have a false rins to them, and 
the real truth Is that thes- men hope to 
work under the shadow of the associa- 
tion and may be make a trifle more 
than their neighbors. 


What means can we, the growers who 


have Joined the pool.takc to strengthen 
the directors in this matter, and get 
the necessary acreage into the pool? 
I believe that if only one-half of those 
who have already contracted their 
crops could be got together, each in 
his own school house, and strong com- 
mittees appointed to call on ttiuse who 
as yet have not joined, by argument, 
persuasion for any other legitimate 
influence, many, at any rate of the two 
former classes,. would be brought in, 
and by forcibly pointing out the odium 
that will cling to those of the third 
class if the association is wrecked by 
their means, some, at least, of these 
can be converted 


A conversation 
overheard 
by 
the 


writer after the meeting on Friday 
may interest those on the outside who 
are candidates for public office. "Mr. 


— Is candidate for 
In my 


district and won't join, and although 
I vote that ticket he gets no vote of 
mine," said one man; "Is that so?" 
said another, "then I don't vote for him 
either; a man who will ffo against the 
good of the whole community don't 
want to be put into public office." 


Fellow growers, we cannot Jet a 


matter of such vital Importance to our 
welfare break down at tbe last moment, 
when a matter of a few days of real 
earnest work on the part of those 
whose Interests are at stake will In- 
sure success; but what Is 
everyone's 


business seems to be no one's business, 
and to get meetings In the various 
school houses It is nece«*ary for some- 
one to take the lead and I would sug- 
gest that the uchool trusteea In each 
district where raisins are grown call a 
meeting for Thursday evening next ot 
these who have contracted their raisins 
and then appoint strong committees,

Meeting of Growers

The Sacramento Bank Comes Into 


the Fold—District Meetings 


Saturday. 


ii.iH IhiiiMMy s 1 "ails-. 
The Raisin Growers" Association held 
.« important meeting yesterday fore- 
noon 10 consider the situation. 
The 


meeting was called in the rooms of the 
association, but at the suggestion o* 
John S. Core, an adjournment was ta- 
ken to the headquarter* of the Farmers' 
Club, which are more commodious. 


Air. Dore was elected chairman of the 


meeting, and «. w. Wyllie secretary. 
T. C. White read n telegram which he 
had received from M. Then. Kearney, 
who Is in Sacramento in the Interests 
of the combine. He is accompanied by 
Alex Gordon, who recently made a 
canvass of the raisin districts In the 
southern part of the state and Inter- 
ested the growers in the pooling plan. 
Mr. Kearney stated In the 
message 


that ihey had prevailed upon the Bank 
of Sacramento, which owns vineyards 
in this county, amounting In all to COO 
acres, to join the association. The offi- 
cials of the bank had been urged by let- 
ter to join tbe pool, but refused to go 
Into the combine. Messrs. Kearney and 
Gordon appeared before the directors 
and stated the purposes of the associa- 
tion and what the result would be if it 
fell through. 
The bank officials wore 


quick to see what it meant to theowners 
of vineyards when they fully under- 
stood the situation, and at once signed 
a contract to deliver their raisins to 
the association. 


From Sacramento Messrs. Kearney 


and Gordon went to Woodland, where 
from 100 to 150 carloads of raisins are 
shipped every year. 
It is not yet 


known what success they met with 
among the Woodland growers. 


The. 
principal object of the meeting 


was to devise ways and means to se- 
cure the 75 per cent of the raisin crop 
and also to induce growers who asked 
for cash in the sweat box to agree to 
withdraw their demand In whole or In 
part. 


Alex Goldstein suggested that the 


association Issue a circular letter to be 
placed In the hands of bankers and 
business men to be distributed among 
their customers. 
An amendment was 


offered'to the effect that the banks and 
business houses hring pressure to bear 
on those growers who are not in the 
pool.. Mr. Goldstein introduced the 
following resolution, which was adopt- 
ed unanimously: 


"Resolved, That the trustees of the 


California Raisin Growers' Association 
propose a proper circular address, urg- 
ing the growers to join the pool, and 
that said circular be placed in the 
hands of the banks and 
mercantile 


stores of the valley with the request 
that same be mailed to each grower In 
the valley." 


It was decided to call a meeting of 


growers in the various school districts 
Saturday evening, when strenuous ef- 
forts will be made to persuade growers 
who are still holding back to come in- 
to the pool and those who are demand' 
ing cash in the sweat box to modify 
their demands. 


A discussion arose as to whether 


sins when once pooled could be sold to 
outsiders at the pooling price. It was 
held that they could not, although the 
owners might transfer their interests 
In them. 
It was reported that some 


packers, who are cot in the combine, 
are offering 2^-j cents for raisins In thft 
sweat box. 
It was decided to refer 


the matter to the committee of seven 
who are to call upon the packers and 
ascertain their motives. 


WORK OF SHELLS. 


How Montijo's Ships Were Sunk at 


Cavite. 


NEW YORK, July 21.—A correspond- 


ent of the Journal, writing from Cavite, 
July 17th, relates the result of an In- 
spection of the hulls of the 
Spanish 


warships sunk in Manila bay by the 
squadron of Admiral Dewey. 
The 


cruiser Reina Christina shows the most 
complete destruction. 
The course of 


the Olympiads S-Inch shells is clearly 
traced by a line of ruin extending from 
her stern to her waist All her wood- 
work Is totally destroyed. There are 
very few large shot holes through her 
hull, the principal ones being from a 
6-inch shell amidships and from some 
of the 4-lneh shells. 


Charred human remains near where 


the ladder stood shows that a rush to 
escape was made by the enjjneer force. 
All were lost, as the hatches to the 
engine and fire rooms were closed. 


The cruiser Castilla was less burned, 


but was terribly wrecked. There were 
plain traces where six big shells tore 
immense holes In her wooden hull. 
When the fire started the weight of the 
guns caved the hull inward. 


The warship is now a mass of twisted 


Iron and charred beams, a bad wreck, 
resembling that of the Maine in appeal 
ance. 
Everthing after the engines 


waa shattered. 
Three 
largft 
shells 


entered amidships. 
The number of 


deaths was not so large as on the Reina 
Crist ina. 


The Don Antonio de Ulloa did not 


burn. 
She sank quickly, riddled by 


shells of all sizes. 
The greatest havoc 


was done by the six-inch shells. 


A number of dead bodies, all huddled 


together near the ladder leading to the 
supers tructure, shows that the men 
were killed by a shell as they were at- 
temptinp to lift the treasure chest to 
the superstructure and save it. 


Hawaiian Commission. 


WASHINGTON, July 21.-The mem- 


bers of the Hawaiian commission, Sen- 
ators Cullom and Morgan and Repre- 
sentative Hltt will sail from San Fran- 
cisco for Honolulu on the steamer Mar-

Meanwhile a Policy of Threats 


and Terrorism is Adopted 


at Madrid. 


NEW YORK, July 19.—A dispatch to 


the Herald from Madrid says: 


In consequence of the reign of terror 


Inaugurated by tho papers, the people 
believe 
the wildest rumors 
afloat. 


Everybody sees that the papers hint 
much between the lines, urTectine to 
know more perhaps than they really do. 


The universal Impression Is that the 


government is acting dictatorially slm- 
ply because it has grounds to believe 
thftt the monarchy is menaced not only 
by the Carlteta or the Republicans, but 
also by a wide spread popular and mili- 
tary discontent, in consequence of 
which a hish-handed policy is deemed 
necessary in order to make peace quick- 
ly without the assistance of the Cortes, 
which will only be askod to pass a bill 
ol indemnity when the nation Is some- 
what reconciled to the sacrifice of terri- 
ritory in the West Indies and in the 
Philippines. 


It is further believed that France, 


Austria, Russia and 
Germany have 


again told tht Queen and her ministers 
that it is indispensable to ensure an. 
early peace, which alone can save 
Spain from financial and commercial 
ruin. The Queen gave audience to Ro- 
mero Hobledo and General Weyler ex- 
pressly to obtain their neutrality, i£ not 
consent to negotiations for ptace, and 
to persuade them to prevail upon the 
generals to answer for the loyalty of 
the army in Spain. 


Thecapitalof Spain presents a strange 


aspect under the_ extraordinary meas- 
ures taken by the government to Im- 
pose silence upon the press. 
At first 


all the papers attempted to protest 
against proceedings which have no pre- 
cedent since the last years of the reign 
of Isabella. ITI ,on the eve of the revolu- 
tion. 
Similar severities were resorted 


to by the reactionary cabinet against 
the opposition which at that time way 
headed by such leaders as Sagaeta. 
Castelar, Serrano and Perian.- 


General Chinnosela, the Captain Gen- 


eral of Madrid, again summoned into 
his presence today ten of the principal 
editors in Madrid. He sternly warned 
them that he was not going to be trifled 
with; that he would suppress the news- 
papers and imprison and court-martial 
the editors if they dared to disobey the 
rules laid down. 
He even 
forbade 


them to publish papers with blanks In 
thft spaces In their columns in which 
the censor had suppressed articles or 
paragraphs, intimating that, the space 
must be filled up anyhow. 
The public, 


however. Ignores tbe severity of the 
censorship which is even worse .in the 
provinces than in Madrid. 


One leading liberal statesman thus 


explains the conduct of the govern- 
ment: 


Premier Sagusta had to resort to the 


severe policy of the state of siege 
(martial law) because several generals 
—even Weyler Campos, Polavieja and 
Chinchilla—told him they could not an- 
swer for the consequences of an agita- 
tlun fomented by the press and Carlist 
and Republican conspiracies. • 


"On the other hand the papal mu- 


nclo and foreign ambassadors told him 
that no steps would be taken toward 
peace unless President McKinley was 
assured that the government could en- 
force the conditions imposed by events. 


"For the same reasons Senor Sagasta 


and the ministers o£ war affected to Ig- 
nore the progress of the negotiations 
for the capitulation of Santiago, al- 
though Oenerals Blanco and Toral tel- 
egraphed every day the successive sta- 
ral begged Sagasta to authorize him 
his hands of all responsibility and To-

The navy department has now discov- 
ered that the biff double-turreted mon- 
itor Monterey will not arrive at Cavite 
until August 5th, that being the advice 
received at the department from the 
captain of the vessel when she touched 
at Honolulu. 


The admiral's anouncement of the ar- 


rival 
of 
the second detachment of 


United States trops at Cavite'has given 
great comfort to the war department, 
which was not altogether at ease con- 
cerning the first small expedition lying 
between Spaniards and the insurgents 
and without being able to depend very 
largely upon either. 
With these added 


troops it will now be possible to de- 
mand thft surrender of Manila, but it is 
gathered here that our purpose is to de- 
fer such a movement until all the 
United States troops now afloat have 
arrived at Manila unless the attitude 
of the insurgent forces prompt earlier 
action on the part of the American 
commanders, military and naval. 


WATSON'S SPANISH TRIP. 


Secretary Long said tonight that the 


preparations for dispatching the Wat- 
son squadron to European waters were 
going on uninterruptedly, but that the 
departure necessarily would await the 
movement of the warships at Porto 
Rico, the Massachusetts and other ships 
being required for convoying the troops 
to Porto Rico. 
This disposed of a re- 


port circulated during the day that the 
expedition had been abandoned. 
It 


was felt that the report was more mis- 
chievous at this time, as it Indicated 
a. purpose to yield to the implied 
threats from European sources that a 
European coalition would result If the 
American warships attacked the coast 
of Spain. 


Neither the state or navy departments 


look for any embarrassment from Eu- 
ropean quarters outside of Spain as a 
result of the naval movement against 
the peninsula. 
During the day orders 


were sent to Norfolk to hurry forward 
work on the colliers which are to ac- 
company the Watson expedition. 


Had the army troop ships been able 


to no to Porto Tlico without a naval 
convoy, the Watson squadron could 
have ffot away within the next 
few 


days, as the war board hid wished to 
close all preliminaries by next Satur- 
day. 
But as the battleship Massachu- 


setts, cruisers Columbia, Cincinnati, 
Dixie and Yale, together with several 
lesser craft, were considered necessary 
as a patrol for the Miles expedition, 
this changed the plans slightly. 
The 


Dixie Ii almost certain to be In the 
Watson squadron and the Massachu- 
setts i» Hkcly to be. 
Secretary Long 


says, however, that the delay of the 
Watson squadron is Incident to the con- 
voying of the troops to Porto Rico and 
does not mean that the start will be 
postponed until Porto Rico operations 
are concluded. 


The report from Barcelona that the 


people were so fearful ot the approach 
of thft Watson squadron that they were 
urging France to establish a protec- 
torate over all the Catalonia district, 
including Barcelona, was dismissed by 
the officials and by members of the dip- 
lomatic corps best informed on the af- 
fairs on France, as fantastic specula- 
tion, quite unwarranted by ony actual 
movement now on foot.

Tell Their Tale. 


General Miles Telegraphs That 


He Does Not Want Them for 


Service. 


SANTIAGO DE CUBA, July 20. via 


Kingston, July 21.—General Shatter has 
opened a cable office here and is in com- 
munication with Washington regarding 
the disposition of the Fifth army corps, 
which consists of thoce troops which 
came with him from Tampa, and the 
reinforcements from the four trans- 
ports which have since been unloaded. 
Except the Thirty-third and part of the 
Thirty-fourth Michigan, none of the 
latter have been in action, but are all 
camped in the same place, and so far 
as health considerations, General Mc- 
Kibben seems to have held the opin- 
ion that the Fifth corps should join the 
Porto Rico expedition under General 
Miles as soon as Santiago should fall. 


This was the evident intention when 


the invading army left the United 
States, but the condition of the men 
now, according to iliti physicians and 
commanding officers, is such that the 
entire corps should return north at 
once. 
General Jliles has cabled that 


he docs not need and does not want a 
single man among them, and he be- 
lieves that after iheir hard campaign 
they should be given a rest of at least 
two or three weeks. 
General Shafter's 


messages to the same effect have been 
most urgent antL tbe doctors say tbe 
men should be given a rest of at least 
two or tree weeks. 


The doctors say the men should be 


sent Into camp in the mountains of 
North Carolina or Western Maine for 
a mcnth. 
Washington agrees to this 


and will do everything possible, the ca- 
ble dispatches say, to carry the army 
away from here. 
But there is a lack 


of transports. In addition to the Porto 
Rico troops, which will require forty 
steamers for their conveyance, the au- 
thorities here are still counting upon 
having to convey the 
22,000 Spanish 


prisoners to Cadiz. The latter want to 
go as soon as possible, and It appears 
from here that our government cannot 
get sufficient vessels and this fact holds 
the Fifth corps here, doing nothing. 
The cavalry division has been -sent into 
the mountains at its own request to see 
if it cannot get into shape to join Gen- 
eral Miles and If no fever develops the 
men may go to San Juan de Porto Rico. 
The Twenty-fourth infantry are acting 
as guards and as nurses at the hospital 
at Juragua, and more of them are need- 
ed. 
The colored troops are all likely 


to remain here to attend the sick and 
hold Santiago. 


General Shatter has cabled to Wash- 


ington that it is imperatively necessary 
that he should have niore immunes sent 
to him quickly and the probability Is 
that a corps will leave within the next 
ten days. 


AH our men are now encamped on the 


fighting line where they have been for 
two weks, except General Wheeler's 
men, who have ben sent Into the hills. 
General Wheeler is still ill. but he re- 
sists the pleas of his friends to return, 
to the United States.

Spanish Ships to Transport 


Spanish Prisoners. 


Uncertainty as to the Port at 


Which They Will be 


Landed. 


WASHINGTON, July 2L—An official 


of the quartermaster's department with 
Shafter's army -will be detailed by Gen- 
eral Shatter to surervisft the embark- 
ation of the Spanish prisoners for 
Spain. 
According to the terms of the 


contract with the Spanish Trans-At- 
lantic Company this will begin by the 
25th instant, "when the company will 
have five ships at Santiaso. 


Practically all the preparations for 


shipping the men necessarily are left 
with the quartermaster at Santiago, the 
department here seeing to it that the 
transports are at their designed places 
on time. 
Absolute confidence Is felt by 


Colonel Hecker, In charge of the trans- 
portation here, In the ability of the 
Spanish company to carry out the con- 
tract. He had the opportunity of per- 
sonally meeting Mr. Cebalios. who rep- 
resented the company at New York and 
found him thoroughly alive to the needs 
of the situation. 
Colonel Hecker feels 


that his course In awarding the con- 
tract to the Spanish company, while it 
may give rise to some unfavorable com- 
ment, was tbe best possible solution of 
the question. 
Although the enemy's 


ship will be allowed to enter our own 
ports, yet after prisoners are aboard 
they will he on the ships of their mother 
country, will be subsisted by the Span- 
ish company and on arrival at the 
Spanish port or ports will be subject to 
the police and quarantine regulations 
of their own country. 
It Is altogether 


unlikely, It now seems, that all prison- 
ers will Be landed at Cadiz, as the ad- 
vertisement asking for proposals carry- 
ing the men Indicated might be the case, 
as some other port or ports may be de- 
signed by Spain. The quesilon depends, 
it Is thought, in a large measure on the 
location of the government's laiarette, 
as It Is generally expected that the 
Spanish government will want to keep 
the man In quarantine for a certain 
length of time to avoid any danger 
which might arise from their having 
been camped In localities In or near 
which yellow fever has been raging.
